
MURDERED HIS

Patrolman Sammon Deliber¬
ately Shot Sergeant

Cantlin to Death.

The Policeman Had Been Repri
manded for Being Off

H is Post.

After the Shooting He Went to th
Station House, Joked, Smoked

and Read a Paper.
ARRESTED WHILE GOING ON DUTY.

The Murderer Had Cleaned His Revolve
and Evidently Believed No Suspicion

Would Rest Upoji Him, but
Was Identified.

Buffalo, N. Y., Jan. 12.-Patrolman
Michael Sammon, one of the best known
members of the department, deliberately
murdered Sergeant Timothy Cantlin at 4
o'clock this morning, when Cantlin sus¬

pended him for. violation of the rules.
Sammon had a beat on the south side of

the city. He has been before the Board
se\ eral times recently on charges, but got
off with light penalties. He had given
Cantlin considerable trouble. When the
Sergeant could not find him this morning
he suspected that the patrolman had en¬

tered an Elk street malthouse to get
watm. He waited there, and at the expira¬
tion of fifteen minutes Sammon sauntered
out. Cantlin reprimanded him, and told
him to go to the station house, and that
he was suspended. Sammon walked along
with the Sergeant In/the direction of the
station. He asked to be let off this time.
Sammon evidently feared that dismissal
would follow another suspension. Cantlin
told him that he would have to report the
matter and advised him to speak to the
Captaip about it.
"Then take that," said Sammon, who had

slipped his pistol out of his pocket.
As he spoke he fired a shot at short

range into Cantlin's right side. The bullet
lodged in his spine. Cantlin fell on his
facfe and Sammon quietly walked to the
station. Cantlin, though mortally wounded,
did not lose consciousness. After much ef¬
fort he got his whistle out of his pocket
and blew until a railroad flagman heard it
and went to see what was the matter. The
flagmaii summoned a policeman and an am¬
bulance. Twenty-five minutes elapsed be¬
tween the shooting and the appearance of
the flagman, and in the meantime Cantlin
bled terribly. On his way to the station
Sammon met Patrolman McClure.
"Have you seen the sergeant?" asked Mc-

Clure.
"Yes," said Sammon, "I left him out on

Elk street a while kgo. I'm going to the
, station to get warm."

Mindful of the rules, Sammon registered
the time of his arrival at the station house
in a firm hand. He joked with the doorman
auu took a seat in the reserve room. He
lit his pipe and read a newspaper. At the
end of the time allowed in the house for
warming he buttoned up his overcoat and
started to the dpor. As he reached It Pa¬
trolman McClure stepped In.
"Where are you going?" he asked Sam¬

mon.
"Back to my beat," said Sammon.
"I'm going to lock you up," said McClure

"You've killed Cantlin."
Sammon offered no resistance. He re¬

fused to say a word about the tragedy.
Cantlin died at»the hospital at 2 o'clock,

after identifying Sammon. He leaves five
children, all under ten years. He was con¬
sidered one of the best officers on the force.
The revolver Sammon used yeas a splendid
gold-mounted weapon, studded with dia¬
monds and pearls, a gift to him while he
was captain. It was found that he had
cleaned It carefully, evidently figuring that
if ( antlin died at once no-suspicion would
attach to him, as there were no witnesses.

Town Committeemen Wilson W. G. Kler-

stead and Joseph Searles and County Free¬
holder Richard Booth brought refreshments
and great buckets of hot coffee for the
workers. Dr. George Philhauer, the Health
Board Physician, stood ready to aid the
burled man when he should be dug out. A
great crowd of sympathetic villagers
huddled around the rescue party all night.
At 6:25 yesterday morning, while it was

still dark, the diggers reached the ponder¬
ous rock over Isherwood's head. It was
a tfbkllsh Job to take out this bowlder
without injuring the man whose life It
had saved. But finally, with a mighty tug,
it turned around as though on a pivot and
was forced aside. It weighed nearly 500
pounds.

CHEERS FROM THE RESCUERS.
Cheer upon cheer went up as this last

barrier was removed between the plucky
well-digger and the outside world. As the
rescuers were about to make fast the loop
of rope that was to lift him to eatth,
Isherwood, with a sigh of relief, threw
back his head, that had been bent forward
for eighteen hours, and his parched lips
formed the word "Coffee!" and repeated it
several* times.

, .A dozen willing hands were ready to
lower the welcome beverage to the re¬
stored man, and in a moment he had eager¬
ly swallowed a pint of it. Then he looked
up at the men by his side and murmured,
"Thank you, boys!"

.

The rope was bound about his body, and
he seized it with one brawny hand, wljile
with the other he held a lantern that had
been handed to him. As he reached the
top of "the hole.literally brought back to
lire from the grave.another round of
cheers welcomed him. A hundred hands
were extended to congratulate the brave
fellow, and some idiot in the crowd yelled:
''SDG6Ch'''
"I can't make a speech, boys," said

Isherwood, smiling grimly. "I'm too much
played out. I am one mass of bruises, and
I want to go to the hospital."

TAKEN TO A HOSPITAL.
After devouring a hearty breakfast at

John Howe's bounteous t>oai;d, Isherwood
was carried to Dr. Philhauer's carriage and
driven to St. Michael's Hospital, in Newark.
Wis le<rs were temporarily useless from their
cramped oositlon 111 the well, but the doc¬
tors say that he will be at work in a few
(lavs It is believed that there are no in¬
ternal injuries. Hundreds of bruises, how¬
ever, almost cover his body.
There is a long scalp wound over the left

oar but it is only a scratch, and the nail of
the' middle finger of his right hand was
torn out. No other injuries were discov-

eiAU dav yesterday curious people drove
from far aiid near tb the scene of the res¬
cue to have a look at the* well. Isherwood
was not allowed to see visitors at the hos¬
pital, as the doctors prescribed rest and
quiet after the awful strain of eighteen
hours between life and death.

AN AWFUL EXPERIENCE.

He Built a Fire to Warm Them,
and Soon There Was a

Great Commotion.

Passersby Thought That Mrs. Elliott
F. Shepard's Mansion Was

About to Be Destroyed.
CATHEDRAL SERVICES DELAYED.

Altar Boys Wanted to See the Fun.Fire¬
men Found Flannigan's Fire on the

Parlor Floor and Quickly Made
Him Put It Out.

Patrick Flannigan's hands were cold yes-
terday, so he built a fire to warm them.
As a result the Fire Department was sum¬
moned to Fifth avenue aud Fifty-second
street, and the rumor was started that the
residence of Mrs. Elliott F. Shepard, as
well as of Mrs. Yanderbllt, were on Are
and would be totally destroyed.
The Sunday promenaders who frequent

Fifth avenue hurried to the scene, while
a dozen altar boys, who, In their red sur¬
plices, were on their way to take part In
the vesper service at St. Patrick's Cathe¬
dral, stopped to see the fun. It required
the exertions of half a dozen Sisters from
the Itoman Catholic Orphan Asylum and
half an hour's time to get the lads Into
the church, vespers being delayed until
they arrived. A squad of policemen worked
hard to clear the street, while the fire¬
men did nothing but swear. But Flanni-
gan warmed his hands.
Mr. Flannigan Is employed as a watch¬

man In the big marble mansion which S.
W. Fay, a millionaire contractor, is hav¬
ing built at No. 4 West Fifty-second street.
The house is only partially completed, and
the doors and windows are not yet in
place, the openings being covered with
rough boarding through the chinks In
which the wind can whistle \ery sharply
at times. It was whistling yesterday, and
Watchman Flannigan was cold. To add to
his discomfort, the house had jusl; been
plastered, and the plaster was not dry, so
that the air was damp as well as chilly.
Flannigan stood it as long as he could.

Then a bright idea struck him. Hunting
around he soon found a number of loose
bricks. With these he built a fireplace onthe parlor floor. Then he hunted up somewood and coal. In fifteen minutes the firewas blazing merrily, and his hands werewarm. To be sure, there was considerablesmoke, but that did not bother Flanni¬gan.

DID NOT MIXD THE SMOKE.
It was the smoke that made the trouble,however. There being no vent for it down¬

stairs, it was carried by the draft to the
upper floors, a^d there rolled out of the
windows in big clouds. One of the ser¬vants in the house of Mrs. Shepard saw it,raised a window, stuck her head out andyelled "Fire!". Servants in the Vanderbilt"marble palace" stuck their heads fromwindows and added to the clamor. . Pass¬ersby took up the cry, and the altar boysjoined In.
Then some one turned In an alarm, andthe street was soon filled with engines andspectators, while a squad of policemen tried

to clear the way for the firemen. Findingno way to get into the house, the firemenpromptly broke down the temporary bar¬rier across the front entrance. The blowsof their axes roused Watefeman. Flannigan,and-bfr rU8xi.'4 to the door to repel the in¬
vaders.
He was pushed to one side as though he

had no business in the place. The firemen
searched the house for the cause of the
smoke, but found none until they reached
Flannigan's Improvised furnace. Then they
swore. Some of them wanted to turn the
hose on the watchman's hand warmer, but
were prevented by Battalion Chief William
Duane. He was as angry as his men, and |he made strong remarks to the watchman.

"I'll give you half an hour to put out
that fire," he said, in part. "If it is not
out in that time 1 will have you arrested,
You have no right to build a fire like
that in an unprotected building."
Flannigan got a pail of water and put:

out his fire. Then the firemen and the
police and the spectators went away. Last
night Flannigan's hands were colder than
ever.

FLAMES IN A SWEAT SHOP.

Eldridge Street Tenements Were in Danger
for a Time.

Eldridge street for half an hour yes¬
terday afternoon was the scene of great
excitement. A few minutes before 3 o'clock
Max Moses, a tailor, who was at work
alone in a sweat shop on the top floor of
the five-story building, No. 164 Eldridge
street, smelt smoke coming up the eleva¬
tor shaft. He dropped his work in a hurry
and made his way down the rear fire es¬
cape to the ground. He ran into Eldridge
street, shoutinp "Fire!" and a policeman
turned in an alarm.
When the- Bremen arrived a fierce fire

was blazing in the two upper stories of
the building. Below the sweat shop is the
wagon factory of Peter Reidenbach, and in
the second floor was stored a quantity of
oil and varnish. On either side of the build¬
ing are crowded tenements, and fearing
lest the fire should reach the inflammable
material stored there, the firemen turned
in a second alarm. The flames were
confined to the upper two floors. The
loss was about $500, but is not covered by
insurance.

Germania Insurance UnilcUnj? Afire.
Nearly $200 worth of damage was done

by a fire which originated in w^ste paper
left in the cellar of the Germania Fire In¬
surance building, at No. 64 William street,
at 9:30 o'clock yesterday morning. The fire
was discovered by the janitor, who sent in
a fire alarm. When the firemen arrived
they found the woodwork in the cellar
blazing, but succeeded In extinguishing the
flames before they penetrated to the upper
floors of the building.

TWO STEAMSHIPS MISSING

The Laurestina and Tank Steamer Wild
Flower May Have Foundered.

The British steamer Laurestina, Captain
Gavin, which left Baltimore for SUgo, Ire¬
land, on December 6, has not been heard
from since that date, and it is believed that
she has foundered. She carried a cargo
of grain and general merchandise, and her
crew numbered possibly thirty men all
told.
Another vessel, concerning which there

is some anxiety is the Britisli tank steamer
Wild Flower, which left Philadelphia De¬
cember 11, for Rouen, France, with a cargo
of crude oil. The Wild Flower was com¬
manded by Captain Stanwell, and she was
manned by twenty-five men.
Terrific gales have swept the North Atlan¬

tic during the last mouth, and the fact
that both vessels are now out more than
thirty days and neither has been sighted
leads to the conclusion that they have gone
,to tli^ bottom.
The Laurestina was reinsured In Lon¬

don Saturday, at ninety guineas premium,
and sixty guineas was paid to reinsure the
Wild Flower. The latter vessel was built
at Sunderland, England, In 1889( and regis¬
ters 2,057 gross tons.
Alfred Stuart & Co., of London, are her

owners. In 1S93 the Wild Flower towed
the disabled North German Lloyd steam¬
ship Elbe Into Fayal. For this Captain
Stanwell and his crew received $8,000 sal¬
vage money.
The Laurestina registers 1.996 gross tons.

She was built at Newcastle-upon-Tyne,
and is owned by John Robinson & Sou, of
Shields, England.

Resolution Referring the Bill to
Sub-Committees Comes

Up To-night
K Will Be Adopted by the Assembly

Unless There Is Democratic
Opposition.

LEGISLATIVE PLANS FOR THE WEEK.

When the Senate Resolution on Consoli¬
dation Is Handed Down in the Lower

Branch, It May Go Over
Under the Rules.

Albany, N. Y. Jan. 12..The resolution re¬

ferring the Greater New York bill to the
consideration of sub-committees of the Cit¬
ies Committees of the two branches of tlie
Legislature for further investigation will
be finally adopted in the Assembly to¬
morrow night unless there is Democratic
opposition. When the Senate concurrent
resolution adopted on Thursday last, which
provides for this present disposition of con¬
solidation, is handed down in the Assem¬
bly to-morrow night by Speaker Fish, it
will have to go under the rules until Tues¬
day If there be any objection to its imme¬
diate consideration on the part of the mi¬
nority. The appointment of the sub-com¬
mittees will be announced this week, and
the inquiry will be prosecuted with a view
of an early report to the present Legis¬
lature.
Nothing of immediate Importance can be

accomplished by the Legislature this week
beyond arranging the preliminaries for
the more important work which it is ex¬
pected will be accomplished this session.
Assemblyman French, of New York City,will to-morrow night introduce the Excise

bill prepared by Commissioners Theodore
Roosevelt and Parker, of the New York
City Police Board, and President JosephMurray, of the New York City Excise
Board, and Excise Commissioner Wood¬
man.

CONTESTED ELECTIONS.
Senator Myer Nussbaum, chairman of

the Senate Committee on Privileges and
Elections, expects to have his committee
proceed to work in New York City on Fri¬
day or Saturday of this week. The two
contests so far filed are those of James
Taylor for the seat now held by Senator
McNulty (Dem.), of Brooklyn; and by ex-
Senator Childs for the seat now held bySenator Koehler (Dem.), of Long Island
City. The committee will endeavor to sub¬
mit an early report in each case which, it
is expected, will favor the contestants.
About all of th? nominations sent in to
the Senate last week by Governor Morton
will be confirmed within the next few

(liThe bill revising and codifying the in¬
sanity laws of the State, prepared by the
Statutory Revision Commission, will be in¬
troduced by Assemblyman Horton, of
Wayne, on Monday night. It modifies the
law in but few important particulars, the
principal change relating to the commit¬
ment of insane persons. If the bill be¬
comes a law it will throw a safeguard
around an alleged insane person that will
compel examination by a judge Of a court
of record before being sent to a State
hospital. As it is now the alleged lunatic
is committed first and his commitment re¬
viewed afterward.
The report of the Reinhardt Committee

of the Assembly, which investigated the
sweat house system and the employment of
women and children in mercantile establish-
meats in New York City is about completed
and will soon be submitted. Several bills
will accompany the report. One of the bills
will place the supervision of all meicantile
establishments, such as dry goods stores, un¬
der the State Factory Inspector, and will
regulate the employment of women and chil¬
dren therein. This bil has been introduced
for several sessions past, but failed on ac¬
count of the opposition of the large dry
iroods concerns throughout the State, whoflalmed that the provisions of the bill were
arbitrary and unjust. The committee s re¬
port will recommend that the force of as¬sistant State factory Inspectors be doubled,
so that a more thorough supervision by that
department of the State Government can be
hnd'

ASYLUM LEGISLATION.
The bills establishing the New York City

Insane asylums as the Manhattan State
TTrvar\i+ni hriiiffinff the New York Cityinsane' under tfie provisions of the State
Care act at once, and authorizing New
York City to issue bonds to pay the State
over a million and a half dollars of back
taxes due under the State Care act, will
come up in both houses of the Legislature
during the week, and it is expected that
ilier will become a law at an early day,
m Oovprnor Morton favors them.
Ono of the questions which will receive

early consideration is that embraced in the
bill providing for the protection of the
Palisades on the Hudson. New Jersey and
New York are moving together in this mat¬
te- and it is proposed that each State take
such action as wfll turn the I'al sades over
to the national Government, with a view
of having a national park established. The
commission appointed to inquire into the
protection of the Palisades believe that
only in this way can the most picturesque
region along the Hudson Valley be saved
from the despoiling hand of the crushed
stone companies.

CONSULTING MR. LAUTERBACH.

The Republican Chairman Talks Greater
New York with Leading Senators.

The Greater New York bill was the sub¬
ject of a conference at the Fifth Avenue
Hotel yesterday afternoon between Senator
Stranah£>/>, chairman of the Cities Commit¬
tee; Senators Lexow and Ellsworth and Ed¬
ward Lauterbach.
Thomas C. Piatt was In the hotel, but

was not at the conference. Later in the
afternoon Mr. Lauterbach and the Senators
called on Mr. Piatt. Chairman Hackett
was also in the hotel during the afternoon
and had a long talk with Mr Piatt.
The sub-committee of the Cities Commit¬

tee will meet in Brooklyn in about ten days
and give a hearing to citizens who wish to
present arguments for and against the
Greater New York bill. This sub-commit¬
tee which has not yet been appointed, will
consist of four Senators and five Assembly¬
men. The hearing will be held in Brooklyn
because the greatest opposition to the bill
is among the residents of that city.
Congressman Francis H. Wilson, of

Brooklyn, who is strongly oppose^ to the
Greater New York bill, will probably m*ke
an argument against the bill before the
sub-committee.

Lost Its Dog, After Making

His First Run Yesterday.
Full of Pride and Joy He Ran Under

the Engine, and Had His Back
Broken by a Wheel.

"BABE" TRIED HARD TO SAVE HIM.

He Was Only a Puppy, and Didn't Know
Any Better Than to Cross in Front of

the Horses, but He Was a

Promising Fire Dog.
It was Major's first fire. In the six

months that he had been in Engine House
No. 9, on East Broadway, he had never
been permitted to run to fires because he
was too young, the firemen said. When
the last dog that No. 9 had died the men
determined to get another and train him
from puppyhood, so that he would be the
best and smartest fire dog in the city.
Foreman Williams got a three-weeks-old

puppy of the coach breed, as most eugine-
house dogs are.

Major. He soon displayed such excitement
when an alarm was sounded on the gongthat everybody on the block recognized him
as a dog of promise, and the men of No.
9 felt sure that they had in him the mak¬
ing of the champion fire dog of the town.
But it would not do to let him go to a fire
too early in life, before he was thoroughly
competent to take care of himself in the
mad run of the horses and the jam ana
confusion of the streets.
Even yesterday it was not the intention

to let Major's ambition be realized, but anaccident settled the question, and every-man of No. 9 is now blaming himself foiwhat occurred.
The engine had just come from a fire in

a carriage factory on Eldridge street and
was being backed into the house. Majorran out to welcome the men and the horses
and was jumping up in front of "Babe,"his favorite horse, barking with delight."Clang, clang, clang!" nine times soundedthe gong in the efiglne house. A briei

Ilussong, in telling about it last night,"but he was more frisky than ever
this afternoon. It was his first fire,
you know. Oh, he was a dandy.Major was. and if he had lived
nothing In the town could have
touched him. And he was a good watch¬
dog, too. We always left him in the house
when we went out, but when 97 came in
to-day, just as we were getting in from 191,
we didn't think of his being outside. He
was awful fond of "Babe," and was always
teasing her, biting at her hoofs and such
like, and when he showed how much he
wanted to come along none of us took, the
time to stop him.
"Well, he was jumping along, fooling

with "Babe" on the way home, and just as
we got to Madison street, coming up Cath¬
arine, he started to cross in front of the
horses "Babe" saw him and shied to one
side, lifting her hoofs over him, but Major
seemed dazed. He was too excited, you
know, and as it was his first fire, he didn't
know enough to stay behind the tender.
When "Babe" moved aside she dragged the
front wheel out of the way, but the hind
wheel went over Major and broke his
back. '
